In reply, I will nay that it is not avery 
successful cultivator that can put hia **xpe- 
rionce ia readable shape, bnt having la for- 
mer years derived inucu benefit from your 
paper — more iaiiecd, than aay agricultural 
paper I ever real, from the fact thai mom 
practical m >n write for it— I will comply 
with your Maeest. 

Boil In this locality any clean land 
that will produce sixty or eeventy bushels 
of corn to the acre will produce n good 
crop of onion* if properly cultivated. 

Where practicable, the ground aheald ba 
plowed in the fall, aa it con be worked ear- 
lier in the spring, and ths frosts of winter 
make it muck easier to get in fine tilth. 
Clenn prairie, broken in May, if sufficiently 
rotten to plow again in September and Oc- 
tober, makes good onion ground, nnd will 
raise three or four good crops in sue oca- 
s' se, if kept eloaa. In preparing new lead 
for the drill, after making na fine as possi- 
ble with tke harrow aad bush, I lay off in

We have seen 
land taken up and thus prepared, where 
uot more than a fourth of a tun of bar had 
been mown on the acre, and by simply ba- 
iag wsll plowed and sown down with herds 
grass, to produce two tuns of first quality 
of hay for the market. The second year 
the crop would be lighter, and the third 
still less, when the ground would be again 
plowed and sown, but still with much bet- 
ur succesj than the first trial. 

Ths pasture, too, can be improved and 
made to feed three times the slock by proper 
core and attention. Let such piocee aa am 
covered with ferns and skrub baahee be 
cleared and sown down to graea, cleared 
with the plow if nothing elae will aaswsr 
ths purpose, and one acre one be thoa pre- 
pared to yield more feed thaa three or even 
six whtoh is suffered to lie overgrown with 
vinee and bushes.
